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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to an image forming apparatus with means for 
controlling a conveyance speed in accordance with a charge period length. 

Group II, claim(s) 8, drawn to an image forming apparatus with means for 
controlling a conveyance speed in accordance with an existence of the charges. 

Group III, claim(s) 9-15, drawn to an image forming apparatus where the charge 
period length is adjusted by means for controlling a charge period when the charge 
period length is equal to or longer than a predetermined length, and the conveyance 
speed is adjusted by means for controlling a conveyance speed when the charge period 
length is shorter than a predetermined length. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The groups listed 
above are not within the permitted combination of different categories of inventions, that 
is three apparatuses. As set forth in PCT/JP2005/008267, there is no special technical 
feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. EP1238812 has common technical 
features such as a conveyance belt to convey the medium by electrostatic force, a 
recording head, alternating positive and negative charges on the belt, and a controller. 



2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
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The species are as follows: 

Upon election of Group 1 or Group III: 

A. The charging means applies the charges from a state where the 
conveyance belt is stopped until the predetermined conveyance 
speed is reached. 

B. The charging means applies the charges from a state where the 
conveyance belt is at the predetermined speed until the belt is 
stopped. 

C. The charging means applies the charges from a state where the 
conveyance belt is stopped until the predetermined conveyance 
speed is reached, and from a state where the conveyance belt is at 
the predetermined conveyance speed until the belt is stopped. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
